BATTLEINPRISON 


Several Injured in Riot at Fed-

LBAVENWORTH, Kas — A board

Another warning has been sent to the finance committee o! 


the city council by City Auditor Rupert concerning the financial 


conditions of Lima which will exist after July 1. 


He urges speedy action by the legislative body in a letter sent

Last January Auditor Rupert told the council that it would 


be possible to get thru the first half of the year on the money 
available after retrenchment had been made, but warned the 
members that the last half would be a difficult period. He urged 
that some action be taken to provide for operation. Since none 
has been taken, his letter just sent to the finance committee is to 
call to attention that the time is growing short. 


Lima, he says, enjoys a far better financial condition than 


most of its neighbors. Retrenchment has been necessary in prac- 
tically every municipality and in many it has been necessary to 
lay off city officials. Practically all have issued deficency bonds. 
This has not been done in Lima, and not a cent deficiency exists. 


Mr. Rupert says it is imperative that the council act at once. 


Legislation should be taken on the bond proposition, he says, in 
order that it may be put up to the voters at the coming primary. 


He favors the bond issue since it would permit the operation 


of the present police and fire forces, which are none too large 
now. Retrenchment in these departments, it is said, would ser- 
iously hamper their efficiency, a step which is regarded as poor 
economy. 


A bond issue voted by the people would not further compli- 


cate the city's financial condition since it would come without 
the limitations of the one per cent law and would not cut the op- 
eratng revenue.

W A S H I N G T O N — Suffragists

Following their 304 to 89 victory 


in the house 
Wednesday, suffrage 


leaders predicted the senate, on its 
third opportunity 
in two sessions, 


will finally approve the resolution. 


Senator Hiram Johnson, scheduled 


to be chairman of the suffrage com- 
mittee, announced that if he is given 
that place, he vrill lose no time. 


"I will get the committee together 


as soon as possible," said Johnson. 
"Immediate committee action 
•will 


bring the question before the senate 
before the league 'of nations and 
peace treaty or other great problems 
engross it."

The vote is expected to be much 


closer in the senate, than in the 
house, and may not 
be reached so 


quickly as in the house, where there 
was but two hours debate before the 
vote. 


Senate "antis" said Thursday the 


suffrage claims of 65 votes for the 
resolution are extravagant. 


The two votes on suffrage in the 


senate last session showed suffragists 
gaining. The first in October, 1918, 
showed two votes lacking. The sec- 
ond, last February, showed one vote 
needed.

TO THE MBMERS OF THE SENATE AND 


HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES: 


On midnight, July 31, 1918, under the authority of Congress for war 


purposes, the President took supervision, possession, control and opera- 
tion of the telephone systems of the country and has since operated 
them. The war has practically ceased. The public press is strongly de- 
manding, the general public and the owners of the telephone properties 
are urging, that they be returned as speedily as possible, that former 
conditions may be restored and more satisfactory service be afforded. 
The President and the Postmaster-General have announced that this 
•will be done as soon as adequate arrangements be provided for receiving 
and advantageously operating them. It remains only for Congress to en- 
i.ct such legislation as speedily as possible. 


The expenses of these systems have largely increased during the 


past year, for wages alone at the rate of more than $20,000,000 per an- 
num. 
This was inevitable and necessary by reason of larger proportion- 


al increases by Railroads and industries of the country. The revenues 
are inadequate to care for such increases, and the deficit of the Govern- 
ment on that account to date is large and steadily increasing. The Post- 
master-General ordered that steps be taken to secure adequate revenues, 
but contentions with the regulatory authorities of the States, not yet 
settled, have prevented such adjustments. 


If such conditions continue, necessarily the credit of the operating 


companies will be impaired, proper expenses can not be me*-, the best 
operating forces can not be retained, needed extensions and satisfactory 
service cannot be previded. A deterioration will ensue which in some 
localities may threaten a recurrence to public ownership or operation in 
order to care, even inadequately, for public needs. 
By prompt action 


Congress can prevent this contingency. 


Just and speedy settlements should be made for all properties taken 


under the existing law, that such balances now in possession of the Gov- 
ernment may be restored to assist in the upbuilding and extension of the 
various systems for better public use. The conditions and regulation of 
operation should be clearly defined so as to permit the companies to re- 
establish and maintain a satisfactory service with reasonable rates with- 
out discrimination and procure the benefits of legitimate competition. 
The principal operating companies of the United States are vitally inter- 
ested in co-operating with Congress and the officials of the Government 
to accomplish these results.

LESS THAN TWENTY PER CENT of the striking Willys-Over- 
land employees own their own homes in Toledo, according to a 
statement in a Toledo paper. Here is a strike in which the men 
are not complaining regarding wage but are seeking to estab- 
lish a 44-hour week. Were a vote to be taken it is safe to say 
that nearly all the twenty-per cent home owners would vote 
against a continuance of the strike. They have all to lose 
while the eighty per cent of floaters and foreigners have noth- 
ing to lose, being able to pack up and move on to something, 
better, perhaps something worse. 


THE FUTURE OF ANY CITY as well as the future of any man- 
ufacturing enterprise has come to the stage of being based 
largely on the home-owning element in either corporation.

An American Message 


CRITICS OF PRESIDENT WILSON can find no crumbs of 
comfort in his sterling American message to Congress. He 
parted ways with the radicals who see government ownership 
of utilities as a cure-ail, and at the same time in the face of the 
country's action for a dry nation by amendment to the consti- 
tution, he nevertheless recommended the repeal of the July 
first war emergency dry act. 


WITH OHIO HAVING VOTED DRY and with the country hav- 
ing been declared dry by amendment, many people are con- 
fused over the various prohibition decrees. First, Ohio goes 
dry Monday regardless of the nation-wide action by amend- 
ment or by congress. Secondly, the country goes dry July 
first by war-decree, unless congress acts upon the President's 
recommendation and repeals this measure. Thirdly, the coun- 
try goes ultimately dry for all time by constiutional amend- 
ment in January, 1920. 


THR PRESIDENT'S MESSAGE in business matters is most 
construe! ivr. He appeals for fairness between capital and la- 
bor; ho asks protective measures for our infant industries, such 
as dyos and chemicals, which grew up during the war when 
Gorman-made goods were barred from our markets. In state- 
craft it is a most wonderful document; in common sense, it is 
truly American.

an envelope. 


"We have had several cases where 


intftjcicants have been sent thru the 
mail," said the postmaster, "and I 
expect there will be more attempts 
after May 26th. It has always been 
unlawful to ship alcoholic liquids by 
mail under section 472 of the postal 
laws and regulations. The provoca- 
tion will be greatly stimulated when 
the state goes dry, but if the ship 
pars knew the penalty, and the pow- 
ers of detection possessed by the pos- 
tal clerks, they would not resort to 
the practice.

privileged to open and examine.

is customary to ship in cartoons con- 
taining quarts, rather than in the 
more bulky gallon size.
